They tell us that Henry Watter- 


•oa, who died in, Florida this week, 
wag the last ot the fine old "person- 
«T journalists. One may not appre- 
ciate clearly just what Is meant l»y 
* personal journalist, but taking 
Henry Watterson as a specimen, we 
•ay it must be something that Is 
food as well as interesting. 


For several years Watterson was 


the most quoted writer In the coun- 
try. 
This was because there was in- 


terest in the thing he said and also 
•to the way he put it. He had the 
gtfc ot writing in an entertaining 
way, and along with this was the 
general feeling that he was a good 
deal ot a man and a good fellow. 
There was strength in the man, and 
3» managed easily enough to get this 
tatto his writing. This isn't some- 
thing that a man learns to do; he 
must he born to it—though of course 
he can add several finishing touches. 


He kept this gift to the end. 


About a year ago he wrote a volume 
or'two of "Hecollectlons," when he 
was past eighty years. The work 
was as well and entertainingly done 
•srwould have been possible to Mr. 
Witterson thirty years earlier. We 
laar a good deal about the mind 
necessarily growing old and hard 
•nd being unable to keep up with 
tht younger generations; if there is 
much In this, which is 
doubtful, 


Wattersoa was never afflicted with 
the ingrowing malady. One enjoyed 
reading him, even when la the main 
disagreeing with him. Possibly by 
"personal" they mean, he had a 
btyle; If so they are right about 
him. 


, MAJtKET JfA.7 SB BETTER 
Mayor Borchers has a feeling there 


if no great hurry about a street car 
franchise in this town. Reading be- 
tween the lines, perhaps he has a 
hunch that if the city will wait a 
while- it will find a better market 
to which to sell a franchise. 


It is hard to see that the city

1 ally and backed off. There have 
keen no other bidders to take their 
place, so this is a poor, time to try 
to strike a bargain. 


itVBT FIND THB MONEY 


' The "tat* tax rate is made 43 
cento, something that was forecasted 
for MTeral days previous to the 
meeting of the board that fixes the 
tigon. Thta-rate is 5 cents higher 
than that of a year ago. 


Perhaps many are surprised that 


thex'«4rance is not even more. One 
w«y and another a great deal more 
BOM? it »w appropriatA to meet 


the expense of running the state and 
its always increasing activities. 
While the legislature was in session 
and appropriations were running up 
many people figured the rate must 
be much higher this time. 


The 45-cent rate will 
find 
the 


needed money. This is partly be- 
cause there has been an advance in 
valuations for state taxing purposes, 
and partly because added revenues 
are secured from other sonrces. 


We must not get the notion that

THEY WANT TO TRY IT. 


Concerning the American valua- 


tion plan Congressman Mann says 
that he has never been able to under- 
stand just what the plan is, and he 
has never been able to find any- 
body who does understand it 
He 


does not except Mr. Fordney, who is 
trying to be stepfather to this plan. 


They may not understand it, but 


Mr. Mann can be quite sure they 
will not shy away from it because of 
this. They have a feeling that in 
some way they can use the plan to 
increase the duties that will have to 
be paid on imports, that while they 
may not be able to work it in every 
case they can and will In some. It 
may not work smoothly, but they 
have a feeling they will get some- 
thing out of it. 


And this something will be for 


themselves, not for the general good. 
As they look at It, every little helps, 
and maybe with practise they can 
make this particular little a thing 
of some size. There is promise of 
profit in the thing for them, and if 
they get this they need not trouble 
themselves to have a clear under- 
standing of the 'means employed. 
There Is a chance to win something 
with no chance to lose, and they 
want to try it out. Of course they 
do all this in the name of patriotism, 
as might be expected. 


USUAL ANNOYIN& DELAY 


We are told that in many counties 


It will be as late as February 1, be- 
fore tax books are made out and 
turned over to collectors. This is 
a month later than contemplated and 
directed in our statutes. 


Ot course the man who isn't ready 


with the money to pay is not com- 
plaining of the delay, but it doesn't 
get him anything, for it doesn't ad- 
vance the date when payment must 
be made. The dead line remains the 
same, whether the work is started 
on time or a month late. 


It would help some to have the 


books at the 
appointed 
time. 
It 


should be a big help to the collector, 
who has more than enough to do. 
But always there is some one con- 
nected with the state administration 
who holds back the completion of 
the tax books. The result is that 
county clerks and collectors have to 
work night and day and do double 
stints under pressure so that some 
kind ot a finish can be made on 
time.

Difference in Interpretation Likely to Be Brought Up 


Again; Is Not An Effort to Put 'Something Over."

Washington, D. C., Dec. 23.—For 


thirty-all hours or more this town 
has buzzed with what Is referred to, 
roughly, as the 
"Harding-Hughes- 


Japanese) homeland" episode. In of- 
ficial quarters, and in conferences 
between the officials and the news- 
paper men, there is for the present a 
disposition to say nothing more 
about it; but In thfe private conversa- 
tions of politicians, senators 
and 


newspaper men it is the one subject. 


TO COMB UP SOON. 


I suspect it will come to the front 


again very soon In a public, and of- 
ficial aense, for it la obviously In the 
Interest of the Japanese, M well as 
in the Interest of the general sit- 
uation for the Japanese, to say some- 
thing: about It. In any event, If not 
Immediately, the subject Is certain to 
compose the burden of tho debate 
when the senate begins to discuss 
the, treaty. 


"COMMAHOUNDS" SMELL RAT. 
For making the Incident clear to 


the general public, the best method 
is a chronological attempfT Just a 
week ago today, some of what we 
have learned to 
call humorously 


"the coramahounds" smelled ont In 
tha four-power treaty the fact that 
the language is such as to cover the 
homeland of Japan in the same sense 
that it covers the main Islands of the 
Pacific. This caused something of a 
sensation, for the general asumption 
had been that the treaty was meant 
to cover merely the smaller Islands 
of the Pacific. The discovery was 
printed broadcast In the newspapers. 


The newspaper 
men asked 
the 


members of the American delegation 
about It, and the members of the 
American delegation said that It was 
quite true; that It was mean to "be 
so, and that the only Incorrect thing 
about It all was the disposition to 
make a sensaion out of It by at- 
tributing to it Implications broader 
than the actual language of the 
treaty conveys. 


HARDING-'S INTERPRETATION. 
With these explanations the matter 


died down until Tuesday at 1 o'clock. 
In the newspaper conference with 
President Harding, that takes place 
at that hour, some of the newspaper 
men 
asked 
President 
/Harding 


whether he felt that the treaty cov- 
ered the homeland of Japan. He re- 
plied that, Jn his judgment It oUS 
not. 


This reply created another sensa- 


tion, for practically every newspaper 
man In the room haS been told by 
one or more of the American dele- 
gates that the treaty does cover the 
homeland of Japan; that it had been 
framed with the Intention of cover- 
ing It; and that ,all the delegates 
knew everything about It 


ISSUES STATEMENT. 


During the afternoon this discrep- 


ancy of point of view between the 
dele>ites to 
the conference and 


President Harding personally was 
called to the President's attention, 
and late in the afternoon he Issued 
a formal statement, saying that the 
difference- In view could not be per- 
mitted to embarass the conference or 
the ratification of the agreement. 


For the moment, this 
completed 


the episode so far as President Hard- 
Ing Is concerned. It was recognized 
as a fine thing for him to make It 
clear to the public that his Interpre- 
tation of the language, of the treaty 
would not 
be permitted to cause 


any embarrassment to the delegates, 
who had Intentionally put Into the 
treaty a different meaning. 


MUCH SURPRISE. 


There was and is a good deal of 


surprise that President Harding had 
not learned before just what had 
been Intended by the conference (n 
writing the treaty. The conclusion 
was clear, of course, that President 
Harding not only had not happened 
to b» familiar with this particular 
detail of the work of the conference, 
but also had not happened to read 
the newspaper discussion about the 
inclusion of the Japanese homeland. 
That Is all there Is to that part of 
the episode. 


Subsequent to all this, the point 


was raised as to' why Senator Lodge, 
in his public speech, when 'he first 
introduced the treaty to the public, 
and commented on it, had failed to 
point out that the Japanese home- 
land was Included. 


CHARGE RACK OP FAITH. 
In several quarters there was a 


disposition, either 
seriously, or in 


humor, to charge Senator Lodge with 
lack of good faith. In this there Is 
nothing whatever. Those who don't 
want to rely on Senator Lodge's In- 
tellectual integrity, can at least rely 
on his intelligence. 


There wasn't the faintest possibil- 


ity of his "slipping something over," 
in a political sense, even If he had 
wanted to. He knew perfectly well 
that the language 
of this treaty 


would be made the subject of micro- 
scopic 
examination 
through 
long 


days of senate debate. 


The present writer heard Senator 


Lodge's speech, and 
watched 
him 


closely as he delivered It. It was 
perfectly apparent that he was proud 
as a pigeon over the distinction of 
reading the treaty and making a 
speech about it, and equally apparent 
that the two, things he did in the 
speech were the two things that are 
characteristic of him. 


He used it as an opportunity to 


take a nasty wallop at his particular 
obsessfon, the league of nations, and 
as a chance to give an admiring pub- 
lic a glimpse into the literary erudi- 
tion of which he is nat a little proud.

So much for that part of It. Now 


as to the merits of the heart of tho 
question. It is a fact that the four- 
power treaty gives the same protec- 
tion to the home Islands of Japan 
that It gives to the smaller islands 
of the Pacific. But the Inference that 
this gives ta Japan the sort of guar- 
antee that we refuse to France Is 
Quite grotesque. Equally untrue and 
grotesque 
Is the 
assumption, on 


which 
most of the 
excitement Is 


Based, that the homeland of Japan 
was Included In order to do a favor 
to Japan. 


U. S. INITIATED REQUEST. 


The fact that It was done, not at 


the request or on the Initiative of 
Japan, tut rather more on the Initia- 
tive of the United States. It seems 
that America wanted a particular 
form of protection for Hawaii and 
in order to get it, It was necessary 
to use language that alsa covered the 
home islands of Japan. Just why this 
•is so Involves a minute examination 
of the constitutional status of Ha- 
waii, for which there is no room in 
this 
article. It will all came out 


later. There were additional reasons, 
but this wish of the United States 
figured among them. 


EFFECT MANY EMBARASS. 


The facts that It was done, not as, 


in point of fact, I strongly suspect 
that Japan would prefer not to have j 
the condition which Is now widely j 
discussed as an undesirable conces- 
sion to her. I think it only happened 
because at the moment the Japanese 
deleagtes 
were not 
quite familiar 


enough with the 
English language 


to understand fully all the things 
that the language of the treaty con- 
veys. I suspect the condition In ef- 
tect will he an 
embarrassment to. 


Japan rather than an asset, and I 
should not he surprised to see Japan 
try to take some action to get It 
changed. 


GIVES BORAH OPENING. 


Undoubtedly, the episode, so long 


as the present language of the treaty 
stands, and even If It is changed, 
has great importance In its bearing 
on the question of ratification by the 
senate. It gives to Senator Borah a 
political opening 
big enough 
for 


forty horses to gallop through. 


What Senator Borah can ask, and 


ask effectively, Is why a conference 
for the limitation ot armament should 
have been 
cluttered 
up with all 


these 
complications about 
the 


Islands ot the Pacific anyhow. The 
agitation which Senator Borah led, 
and which 
had much ta do with 


bringing the conference about, was 
for armament limitation solely. 


IN DEFERENCE TO BRITAIN-. 
It was in deference to Great Brit- 


ain that the question of the Far East 
was included, and it was thus that 
led to the present complexities and 
confusions which threaten the sim- 
ple purpose of reducing and limiting 
armament It all 
gives Borah and 


other senators an effective talking 
point. The sensational 
manner 
In 


which the inclusion of the Japanese, 
homeland came out adds to the op- 
portunities of opposition. 


AN ENORMOUS BURDEN. 


The concluding truth, however, is 


that any one who follows this con- 
ference closely must 
be a strange 


person if he falls to give sympathetic 
understanding to, the difficulties In- 
herent IB It, and 
to tho enormous 


burden of work on the shoulders of 
Hughes, Harding, and all the others. 


This is precisely the moment for 


responsible 
persons 
to remember
